Cleveland, Ohio, July 18.—Friday was 
another turbulent day in the vicinity of 
the Brown company’s works. There 
were several incipient riots, and an 
open conflict between the mob and the 
militia. The troops put 1,000 men to 
flight at the point of the bayonet. 
The trouble began in the morning 
when Patrolmen Guenther and Carey 
were surrounded by a mob of rioters 
and threatened with death. The officers 
held the mob at bay until help came, 
and one of the leaders was arrested. 
In the afternoon two militiamen on a 
street car on their way to do picket 
duty were set upon by a dozen men. 
The soldiers were unarmed at the time, 
but they used their fists and drove their 
assailants from the car. Subsequently 
three of the rioters were arrested. 
At night when the non-union men 
were taken from the works Capt. Zim­ 
merman with a company of militia 
cleared the street. Afterward the sol­ 
diers returned 
to the works and a 
crowd of 1,000 men gathered in a va­ 
cant lot across the street. They as­ 
sailed the militiamen with epithets. 
Finally somebody suggested that the 
soldiers be stoned. Capt. Zimmerman 
said he was waiting for the stone- 
throwing to begin. Just then a stone 
grazed his cap. 
Then the order to charge was given, 
and the soldiers plunged forward. The 
crowd broke and started to run, but all 
could not get away from the soldiers 
At least twelve men were bayoneted, 
and some of them were seriously hurt.

Terre Haute, Ind., July 18.—Morton 
C. Rankin, treasurer of the populist na­ 
tional committee and a member of the 
executive committee, says that in his 
opinion under 
the 
existing circum­ 
stances, the wisest and most practical 
thing for the populists and silverites 
to do at St. Louis next week would be 
to nominate Bryan, change the demo­ 
cratic platform in a few details, add 
the referendum plank, and then nomi­ 
nate their own candidate for vice-presi­ 
dent. 
He thinks this second 
place 
should go to the south, and suggests the 
names of Judge Hines of Georgia, Sen­ 
ator Marion Butler of North Carolina 
and Col. Mimms of Tennessee. 
The 
populists, consolidated with the silver- 
ites, which he confidently expects wil 
be the first result of the dual conven 
tion next week, should place their own 
electoral ticket in the field, where they 
could elect it, and divide electors with 
the democrats in such states as Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 
It is Mr. Rankin’s belief 
that the populist ticket will be stronger 
in most, if not all, the states west of 
the Mississippi river than the demo­ 
cratic ticket.

“If the

way of united action for silver,” said 
Sergeant-at-Anns McDowell of the pop­ 
ulist national convention in the course 
of an interview. Talks with other lead­ 
ing populists showed this to be the sit­ 
uation, there being a well-defined feel­ 
ing against indorsing the Chicago con­ 
vention ticket. The populist plan is to 
divide the electors in each state accoyi­ 
ng to the strength of the populist and 
democratic parties, the stronger candi­ 
dates to taks all the electors after tbs 
election. This, they contend, will in­ 
sure the election of a silver 
man, 
whereas lf each party put up a separate 
candidate and did not fuse on electors 
the silver vote would be divided and 
the fight for silver lost.

St. Louis, Mo., July 18.—Prominent 
gold-standard democrats of this ctiy 
have taken the first step toward repudi­ 
ating the ticket and platform of the 
Chicago convention.

Six More Mints Would Be Needed— 
Director Preston Explains the Mo 
due Operandi of 
Converting Old 
Spoons, Napkin Rings and Teapots 
Into Money. 
A lter all th a t has been said of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to I, one would suppose 
th a t almost every person of reasona­ 
ble intelligence would have a t least a 
general understanding of w hat 
it 
means. 
B at it is manifest th a t there 
are many people who do not. 
It is 
hard to believe, but it is nevertheless 
a fact th a t a belief prevails in some 
sections of the country th at the fed­ 
eral government would make a free 
distribution of silver dollars. 
There 
are others who believe th at for every 
gold dollar presented the government 
would pay 
sixteen silver dollars. 
These are only alew of the extreme 
notions th at oloud the vision s of the 
country’s voters. 
There are a great 
many 
of 
average 
intelligence, 
who have only a vague understanding 
of the question. 
A statem ent of exactly w hat m ight 
occur when anyone ha9 the right to 
take bullion to the m ini for coinage, 
is therefore of interest. 
How Sliver Should be Coined. 
“ Until legislation carrying out in 
detail the general plan of free coin­ 
age of silver as contemplated by the 
platform 
at Chicago has been en 
acted,’' said Director R. E. Preston of 
the W ashington mint, 
“ it will, of 
course, be impossible to describe ac­ 
curately just w hat would have to be 
done. 
I can only explain generally 
w hat the routine would be, based on 
experience gained before the repeal of 
the Sherman law and upon w hat 
free coir age of silver is generally 
interpreted to mean. 
“ In the first place, silver in any 
form, if not too base for the operation 
of the mints, would be received under 
a free coinage law from anybody and 
coined into silver dollars or bars free 
of charge, except the cost of the alloy 
employed, two cents per ounce. 
The 
word 'unlim ited,’ as used in connec­ 
tion w ith the financial plank in the 
Chicago platform , means th a t there 
shall be no restriction as to the 
amount of bullion perm itted to be re­ 
ceived and coined. 
Unless by legisla­ 
tion the coinage of silver should be 
limited to the American product, our 
mints would be open to all the silver 
in the world, and it may safely be 
stated th at without such a restriction 
the United States would w ithin a few 
years have the surplus silver of the 
world. 
By surplus, I mean all the ali­

“ T^ term ‘16 to I’means th at the

As a result the silver1 
owners of the United States shipped

been coined.

Changed. 
“ Under the Bl and-Allison act, 400,- 
000,000 silver dollars were coined, and 
these, added to the notes issued under 
the 
Sherman act, make the total 
amonut of silver in onr eurrency more 
than $500,000,000, all on a 16 to I 
ratio. 
“ At the present time the value of 
the silver in the m arkets of the world 
is about thirty pounds of the white 
m etal to one of gold. 
Our people 
would, therefore, under the ratio of 
16 to I, have 53-cent dollars, which 
might circulate for their faoe value in 
the United States, but which would 
only be accepted at their bullion value 
abroad.”
